The London Police Strike. 


LONDON, July 8.—This morning’s newspa- 
pers are unanimous in condemnation of the 
police strike, which sentiment is shared by 
the public generally. Public opinion has 
condemned Sir Edward Bradford’s arbitrary 
policy since his appointment as Chief Com- 
missioner of Police, but is overwhelmingly 
favorable to him in its estimateof his conduct 
yesterday. On all sides his course is ap- 
plauded and nobody qnestions its necessity. 
The police were placed at a decided disad- 
vantage as regards justification, 
attempting to strike upon the 
short notice they gave of their 
intention, since every member of the force is 
bound by an agreementto give two months’ 
notice of his purpose of abandoning thé ser- 
vice. The agitators of the strike were mainly 
novices who had everything to gain and tittle 
to lose. The veterans of the force hesitated 
to sacrifice the benefits and advantages of 
their past long service by following the lead 
of their hot-headed juniors and their hesi- 
tancy in the future will certainly be greater. 
It is unquestionably to the coolness and better 
judgment of the older men in the service that 
the failure ofthe strike is due. These men 
had never committed themselves to an out 
and out strike, and their reluctance to take 
the step influenced many oftheir colleagues 

ho otherwise would have responded to the 
callfora general outbreak. 
STRIKERS SENTENCED. 

Two of the dissatisfied policemen have been 
rentenced to fourteen days’ imprisonment for 
having assaulted officers who were perforn- 
ing their duties. Themen are already weak- 
ening, and unorganized as they are a general 
strike is not likely to occur, but isolated dis- 
turbances are anticipated before matters re- 
turn to their normal condition. The dis- 
missed constables are petitioning the authori- 
tles to condone their offences and reinstate 
them in their lost positions. To-day the en- 
tire metropolitan force is eitheron duty or 
prepared to report for duty, none of the men 
having struck. 

THE FORCE QUIET. 

Quietness prevails throughout the entire 
Metropolitan Police force this morning. None 
ofthe men have gone on strike.

A Grand Demonstratieon—The Besten Brick 
layers—Coopers Get Nine Hours.

NEW YORE, July 7.—Charity Is all that saves 
the locked-out cloakmakers from belng com. 
pelled to male a speedy choice between 
starvation and surrender. The wolf at the 
door is fighting on the side of the Cloak Man- 
ufacturers’ Association and kept at bay only 
by the meager pittance which the men receive 
as their share ofthe too scanty contributions 
made by the public. To emphasize their ap- 
peal for charity and moral support as well, 
which may yet count for something in the ul- 
timate settlement of the contest, the cloak- 
makers propose to hold a parade and mass- 
meeting to-day in which they will be assieted 
by their allies, the cutters. Up to a 
late hour last night they had 
not attended to the formality of 
securing a permit from the police depart- 
ment, but there is no reason for anticipating 
that it will be denied them. It is expected 
that there will be about 2,000 men in line. It 
will be in the nature of an object lesson in 
poverty—not the worst side of it, of course, 
becuuse that is to be seen only in the homes 
of the men who are out of employment, but to 
the discerning the condition of the men will 
be suficientiy apparent to suggest the ad- 
visablility of bonoringa reguisition upon the 
pocketbook according to the means of the 
owner: The line ot march will be past the 
stores Of several of the members of the Cloak 
Manufacturers Association, Hut there is little 
danger that there will be any rioting. Inthe 
evening there will be a mass meeting at the 
Cooper Union.

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SOME OF ITS CHARACTERISTICS AND HOW 


IT SHOULD BE DEVELOPED- 


s 
Principles of Vocal Culture—Imperfections 
and Bad Habits Which Have to Be Over- 
come—Exercises to Strengthen the Voice 
—Some Advice and Hints of Value to All. 


From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

When the aid of a physician is required for 
the purpose of alleviating pain or correcting 
any unnatural action of the human organism 
through habit or accident, if he be a skillful 
and experienced physician he will of course 
make u diagnosis of the case be has in charge, 
thus discovering the cause, previous to the 
application of the remedies or the perform- 
ance of surgical operation to effect the cure. 
As in the medical profession so should it be in 
other professions in which the work is carried 
on of correcting habits which have been formed 
whereby ci@lized beings are keptfrom en- 
joying, to the full degree of satisfaction, their 
latent talents. Persons who thus profess 
should be in possession of the requisite 
knowledge and experience to enable them 
also to make a diagnosis, so to speak, of the 
cases in their charge. And, as simple rem- 
edles are usually the best in effecting cures, 
I will, In additionto pointing out some of the 
impediments tothe correct use of the vocal 
organs, suggest a few easy and simple exer- 
cises bearing upon the different character- 
istics of the singing voice, the use of which 
will be equally beneficial to the speaker or 
singer. 

We must, however, take cognizance of the 
fact that it ls bythe dally, systematic and ju- 
dicious exercising with gymnastic appliances 
that we develop muscular strength (physical 
culture) aud not bythe mere knowledge of 
principles; so with vocal culture, the charm 
in acquiring artistic control, and the devel- 
opment of the vocal organs is in the con- 
tinuity of systematic and judicious practice, 

The musical ‘‘physician’’ whose business is 
to tune up“ the slackened chords and regu- 
late the action of the instrument of instru- 
ments, will remember that the tone, which is 
the product of the vocal organs, possesses 
three charactéristics, viz.: Pitch, quality and 
power, aod when these characteristics are 
produced and developed according to the 
natural laws, which were established by the 
Creator, and the artistic principles recognized 
and adopted by @wsthetics, such sounds are 
adjadged as pure tones. These qualities all 
combined, however, seldom exist in their 
purity in the so-called natural voice,’ 
which, like (ee precious gold- bearing quartz, 
must be subjected to a refining process, 
whereby the pure resonant metal is separated 
from its tone-destroying dross. 

THE PITCH OR INTONATION, 

The first characteristic of tone is pitch, 

which is defined asa property of highness or 


lowness, without some degree of which no 
tone can exist. If the pitch or Intonation 
desired falle short of the exact number of vi- 
brations per second the tuneful ear immedi- 
ately recognizes the falsity, and it is termed 
Hat, while, on the contrary, If a greater 
number of vibrations per second Is produced 
than is absolutely necessary, the intonation 
willalso be false and termed sharp. There- 
fore, this false, flat intonation is caused by 
too much laxity of the vocal ligaments, and 
false sharp intonation by toe much tension of 
the vocal ligaments 

A cure of this imperfection, if not the direct 
cause of a deformation in the organism of the 
ear, must be obtained in the mental control of 
the vocal Ngaments, whereby their tension 
can be 60 altered at will, as to establish the 
exactness of pitch requirements. 

The formation of absolute or relative pitch 
also depends upon correct ideas as to that 
characteristic of tone. For instance: Almost 
all persons can tell that there is a vast differ- 
ence in the appearance of the cardinal colors, 
but not nearly 60 many carn name all the col- 
ors; and yet a much smaller number can dis- 
tinguish the numerous shades of the 
different colors and name them. That 
this is a lack of education in the direc- 
tion of the beauty and harmony of vision’s art 
among civilized people has been abundantly 
proven; and en passant, I will say that even 
in this progressive age, the study of color is 
not given the public attention it deserves. So 
with tone. Anybody, so to speak, can tell 
whether atone is high orlow in pitch with- 
out possessing a cultivated ear, but the slight 
shades of difference from the standura of 
true intonation, require a refined musical ear 
to detect. This is illustrated daily oy the 
number of pianos which are wretchedly out of 
tune and yet afford satisfaction and delight to 
the performers as well as auditors. 

PERSISTENT EFFORT NEEDED. 

As the student in painting acquires the 
ability to properly mix and manage the dif- 
ferent cardinal colors and their shtdes, 
througu continued and persistent study and 
practice, so the student in vocal culture will 
acquire the ability to produce the desired pure 
intgnation by continued and persistent efforts 
in the right direction, But firat seek to 
thoroughly convince the pupil of the exist- 
enee of such a fault, for withouta knowledge 
on the pupil’s part of the false intonation no 
cure canbe effected. An excellent exercise 
in intonat ion is to practice at tuning stringed 
instruments, such as the violin, harp, guitar, 
mandolin, etc. The acuteness and correct- 
ness of hearing required to put in perfect tune 
such instruments is also an excellent test for 
musical — 

The second characteristic of tone is quality 
of timbre. 

This characteristic, when produced in Its 
purity, is the result of a correct develop- 
ment of tone, through the resonant cavities 
of the vocal organs, ete. In this character- 
istic liesthe charm of the singing voice as 
well as the different color of tone in the 
variety of musical instruments. By the opera- 
tion of the resonator the fundamental tone, 
which is the result of the vibration of air by 
the larynx, is * developed only by the 
combination of overtones with it. 

The sound of a tuning fork, when its funda- 
mental is reinforced by suitable resoannce- 
cavity, is very po na a simple tone. 

By sounding simultaneously several forks 
of different but appropriate pitch, with the 
requisite reiative intensities, Helmholtz suc- 
ceeded in reproducing sounds pecullar to 
various musical instruments and even in imi- 
tating most of the vowel sounds of the human 
voice. By this and other experiments it 
appears that he has been able to de- 
termine, both analytically and synthet- 
ically, that the quality of a given sound 
depends upon what overtones combine with 
its fundamental and on their relative intensi- 
ties. 

Some of the impediments to the develop- 
ment of the timbre or quality of tone in the 
human voice, are, flat, the improper action 
of the epigiottis (root of the tongue), or cover 
of the glottis, which obstructs the free deliy- 
ery oftone. This action of the epigiottis, al- 
though improper in the act of singing, is of 
course the proper and natural actionin the 
act of swallowing food or liquids, for its office 
is to prevent the food from entering the wina- 
pipe. But if this movement of the ‘‘unruly 
wember’’ is allowed to take piace, even par- 
tially in the act of singing the th of tone 
will be much impaired. bis obstabie to the 
development of tone has been called the 

GREAT MOVABLE PLUG 

and in its untamed conditions, is one of the 
most difficult, trying and perplexing im i- 
ments to overcome in the entire reaim of 
voice culture. But with patience and perse- 
verance the almost insurmountable dimficalty 
can be made to depart. The aim of the 
student must be to make his rebellious tongue 
„back down.’’ Let bim carrv out this opera- 
tion before a mirror, whereby he can see and 
arrange the proper position of the tongue, 
then let nim sing 00, gradually changing the 
sound into o and ending with ah. Also re- 
peating several times the syliabie ‘‘koo,’’ 
wah koo’’ and ‘‘xooahb.’’ Duriug this er- 
cise the pupil should direct and allow tne tone 
to come well forward in the moutn. 

Singers with large nostrils are very much 
handicapped in producing à pure —_ of 
tone, ey should, however, consult a skill- 
ful physician, one who has nad experience in 
throat trouble, and he will probably advise

and attention. . 
CURING BAD HABITS. 

Let us remember that bad habits, like 
poisonous flower@{ should be nipped in the 
bud; or, better, as the plant which is capable 
of bearing sucb fruit should be plueked from 
its earthy bed ere it begins to fasten its roots 
to the abiding rock, 80 with the cause of any 
biemish In art—it should be entirely eradi- 
cated atits inception. 

It is exceedingly difficult for us not only to 
break away from bad habits, but it is equally 
dificult for our friends to be broken away 
from impressions they have once formed of 
such babies. and, although we may have 
actually been freed from bad habits’ tenacious 
crasp, yet we are too often reviewed through 
the spectacies of prejudice, whieh, like the 
optical appendages, always retain their de- 
gree of mugnifying power. 

An excellent exereise for the purpose of 
freeing the tone from its nasal condition is to 
open your mouth and breathe through the 
nostrils; you will now feel the soft palate drop 
upon your tongue. Vocalize while it is in this 
position and the tone will be nasal. Afterward 
breathe through the mouth, and the soft 
palate will rise higher and higher until it 
would almost disappear ;now sing again while 
the soft palate is in this position, you will 
produce pure tones, After you succeed in 
geininge control of the movement of the soft 
palatethe quality of tone will be generally 
Improved. It is better to use a mirror also 
during the performance of this exercise, so 
that the operation can be seen. 

The third characteristic of tone is power. 
Without this dynamical property, the human 
voice, however sweet and pure, would be 
bereft of that dramatic intensity, which 
allows it to penetrate even the distant space 
with ite vibrating influence. 

Although this charucteristic can, as the two 
preceding ones, be much improved by proper 
exercise, yet, atthe same time, it must be 
through care and intellectual consideration, 
‘*Can any voice be strengthened, be it ever so 
weak? 1 answer. yes, provided the health 
of ite possessor will permit the serious 
necessary practice, Power of tone 
depends largely on 1 of vibra- 
tions, and although we have no standard of 
measurement of the amplitude of vibra- 
tion, yet we are enabled to judge of the degree 
of sensations produced on the tympanum of 
the ear by the loudness of sound. This loud- 
ness, however, is the result oi the force at 
which the vibrations strike the tympanum of 
theear. This operation, which depends upon 
the manner in which the vitalizing energy is 
exerted upon the vocal ligaments, is induced 
and controlled largely by the respiratory mus- 
cles. It must be borne in mind, however, that 
although the vibrations may be enlarged to 
their fullest extent, yet the carrying qualities 
of the tone may not be 

NATURALLY IMPROVED. 

When the column of airis formed between 
the larynx and midriff, if allowed to become 
exhausted by any other pressure than that of 
the diaphragm, the vibrations will have s ten- 
dency to descend as well as ascend, and thus 
it will readily be seen that the vibratory 
power is necessarily weakened; but if the col- 
umn of air is directed and followed up Dy the 
action of the diaphragm, as the — — 
takes place, there will be more of a solid body 
of air formed which will cause the vibrations 
produced by the vocal ligaments, to rebound 
in a drumlike manner and be thrust into the 
nasal cavities and against the roofof the 
mouth, where they will receive additional re- 
inforcements and finally be sent out ringing 
the open space in a trumpet-like tone, 

The power of intensity of the artistic voice 
does not depend, as some people suppose, 
upon the greater the force of breath the 
greater the power of tone, but of paying out 
the precious breath with parsimonious Care to 
an effective purpose. 

Breath, in relation to tone, exists in two 
fornig, Viz; Vooalized and unvocalized, Ths 
pure tone is the product of the former, while 
the mere expiration exists In the latter. 

If the two forms of air or ath pass 
through the pherayx mingled togesher; the 
result will a sort of ‘‘diluted’’ or 
‘*breathy’’ tone. for 
made its escape from the vibratory apparatus 
without having become converted into vocal 
vibrations, not only exhausts unnecessarily 
the very limited supply of air, which isi its 
unvocalized condition, but so reduges the 
effectiveness of the vocal vibrations pro- 
duced, as to destroythe resonance of the 
singing Voice. 
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A Round- Trip Ticket Between Missouri 
River Poinis and This City Will Be Sold 
Fer Ten Dollars—Possibility of Another 
Extensive Rate War—Origin of the 
Trouble—Railroad News. 


The passenger rate war going on between. 
the roads which run between Chicago and 
Missour! River points bas spread to sti 
Louls, and in a few days the rounds 
trip rate between Missour! River poin 
and this city will be $10. As is 
ally known, the trouble between the Chic 
roads was commenced by the Chicago, Bur- 
Ungton & Quincy line making a round-trip 
rate of $16.70 between Kansas City and Western 
Springs, asuburb of Chicago. This rate was 
made for the convention of the Society of 
Obristian Workers being held at Western 
Springs. The latter place Is only fifteen 
miles outside of Chicago, and the 
Chicago & Alton Road claimed it was 
practically a cut of the round-trip rate 
to Chicago, as it is an easy matter to reach 
the latter from Western Springs. Accord- 
ingly the Chicago & Alton cut the round - trip 
rate from Kansas Uity to Chicago to $16.70, 
the rate the Burlington was makiug to 
Western Springs. Chairman Goddard 
of the Western Association then gave 
permission tothe other lines doing business 
between Kansas City and Chicago to make a 
similar rate in order to protect themselves 
and retain their share of the passenger tra 
The Chicago, Roek Island & Pacific and the 
Atcbison, Topeka & Santa Fe roads 
determined to give the Interstate 
Commission the required notice ot 
three days, however, before making the 
cut, wishing to remain on the safe side of the 
law. All the Chicago roads will make the cut 
bowever and just where the matter will end it 
ig hard tosay. The rate made by the Buriing- 
ton is good until August 18, sothe present re- 
duced rate is certain to last at least that long. 
How much longer it mav last, cannot 
at present be told. It is believed by 
many that the Burlington will make 
another cut, and that there will be a repeti- 
tion of the Western rate war which was ade 
1 only a few days ago.

This differential was 
originally as high as 40 per cent, and had 
gradually lowered to its present rate. Ihe 
reasons for it were the differences ip the value 
of wheat and flour, in the cost of service, in 
the revenue derived therefrom, etc. 


Alleged Excessive Freight Rates. 


WASHINGTON, July ‘6.—Aldace F. Walker, 
attorney for several rallways, appeared be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission 
this morning, inthe matter of alleged exces- 


sive freight rates and charges on food 
products, to show cause why an order 
should not be made by the commission 

ed on the findings and conclusions 
contained in its recent report to the Senate 
on the sulject. Mr. Walker argued that if the 
conclusions referred to were carried into 
effect they would produce the following re- 
sults: 

1. An immediate redyction of more than 10 
per cent in the present emergency tariff rates 
upon ovorn from the States of Kansas and 
Nebraska to Mississipp! River points and of 
mneurly 10 per cent in like rates to Chicago, — 

2. Areduction of more than 20 per cent in 
the rates upon oats and barley from the same 
Btates. 

8. A reduction even larger than the latter in 
the rate upon wheat fromthe same States to 
the same points, amounting to nearly 80 per 
centfrom nearly all points in Kansas and 
Nebraska. 

4. A very materiaf reduction in the rates 
upon all kinds of arain and mill products 
from all points in Kansas to all points of the 
State of Texas. 

5. Reductions of about l5 per cent in rates 
on corn and much more on wheat from the 
Missouri River and points in Iowa to Chicago 
and Mississipp! River points. 

6. Avery material reduction in all grain 
rates {from South Dakota, North Dakota and 
Minnesota. 

7. The establishment of the proposed rates 
as permanent maximum rates without regard 
80 * future conditions. 

. The establishment of an arbitrary rule 
under which oats, rye and bariey shall always 
receive the same rates as corn, and the rate 
upon wheat products shall be about 15 per 
cent higher. 


House Contested Election Cases. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 8.—The House 
Committee on Elections to-day disposed of 
two Mississippi contested election cases 
— Hill vs. Catchings, from the Third 


District; and Kernagban vs. Hooker 
from the Seventh Distriot. The 
decision was in favor of the sitting Demo- 
cratic members, Catchings and Hooker. The 
Fiorida case of Goodrich vs. Bullock was dis- 
cussed at length, and the final decision was 
deferred until next week. It was appar- 
emt that the majority is disposed to 
report in favor of the claims of Good- 
rieb, the Republican contestant.

WA6GHINGTON, D. C., July 8.—The conference 
report on the siiver bill was taken up 
and Mr. Vest stated the reasons 
why he should vote against the report.

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GLOVER'S CHARACTER. 
HE SAYS IT HAS BEEN DAMAGED TO THE 
EXTENT OF $100,000. 


He Enters Suit for That Amount Against 
John F. Shepley and Edward s. Rebert— 
A Sequel te the Settlement ef the Estate 
of Glover and Shepley: 


A suit of rather sensational character was 
received and entered on the records ot the 
Cireult Clerk’s office this morning from ex- 
Congressman John M. Glover, who is now in 
New York, against John F. Shepley and 
Edward 8. Robert, both well known 
attorneys, by which he seeks to recover 
$50,000, alleging that he is entitled to damages 
to that amount by reason of an action fliea 
againsthim by these. attorneys in the April 
term of the Circuit Court. Mr. Glover 
prepared the petition in New Tork 
and sent it on through the agency of a regis- 
tered letter. This morning the papers were 
turnéd over to the Sheriff’s office for service. 
In the petition Mr. Robert’s name appears as 
Robart, and when the papers were given to 
the Sherifisome doubt was expressed in the 
latter’s office as to the propriety 
of serving Mr. Robert, even though he was 
intended dy the author of the petition. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE SUIT. 

Mr. Glover’s suit is the outgrowthof an 
action filed some months since against him 
by Messrs. Shepley & Robert to recover 
$66,000, alleged to be due the estate 
of the partnership of Glover & Shepley 


both deceased. Mr. Glover had been admin- 
istrater and the petition contained the allega- 
tion that in his final settlement he failed to 
turn over the amount alleged to be aue. The 
suit was filed by Mr. Robert as attorney for 
Mr. Shepley, the latter figuring as adminis- 
trator de bouls non of the estate of Glover & 
Shepley. 

Mr. Glover, as is known, is a son of the late 
Samuel T. Glover, and Mr. John F. Shepley 
bears the same relation to the late Jolin R. 
Shepley, also deceased. The old lawfirm of 
Glover & Shepley was one of the most promi- 
nent in the city, and both members left large 
estates. Aside from their individual estates, 
they lefta partnership estate, and this was 
administered on by John M. Glover. 

THE FINAL SETTLEMENT. 

Mr. Glover was appointed June 27, 1884, by 
the Probate Court and made his final settile- 
ment and was discharged last year. 

Mr. Glover states in his charges in bis peti- 
that the allegation contained 
in the action filed against him 
last April by Messrs. Shepley and 
Robert contained malicious and defamatory 
statements and that he is entitied to $50,000 
inasmuch as they have not been established. 
Hig petition takes up that of Mr. Shepley sec- 
tion by section and discusses the allegations 
in each in a vigorous style. Ihe state- 
ment that he was then or is now indebted 
to the estate of Glover & Shepley for 
moneys that ne failed to account for amount- 
ing to $66,000, as a wanton and malicious faise- 
hood.“ 

Under paragraph numbor 2 the petitioner 
states that the statement that he was ordered 
to pay the alleged shortage to the Probate 
Court is also wantonly and maliciously false. 
In this connection, he says that when 
the final settlement was made Mr. 
Shepley evaded a hearing on bis exceptions to 
the said final settlement and that the court 
made no order fixing the plaintiff (Glover) 
with Iiabllity of 1 cent to the estate. 

The Allegation in the petition filed last April 
that J. M. Glover received from J. R.shepley, 
administrator of the estate of Glover & Slep- 
ley, since deceased, the sum of $61,675 is next 
taken up and vigorously denied. In his claim 
for $50,000 the ex-Congressman says that the 
allewation was false; that he received only 
$3,594, and points to the records in the Probate 
Court as proof of his denial. 

A ‘*MALICIOUS FALSEHOOD.’’ 

The next statement he touches on in his 
petition is that he fatied to make a settiement 
of his accounts upon oath to the Probate 
Court. This he characterizes in his petition 
as a ‘‘malicious falseehood.’’ The final 
statement under oath, he avers, 
wason filethen in the Probate Court. In 
conciusion Mr. Glover states in his petition 
thatthe statements madcand given publicity 
were prompted by a malicious desire to make 
him appear «ullity of breach of trust and the 
misuse of trust funds. The suit is aimed par- 
ticularly at Mr. Shepley, though Mr. Robert, 
who represented Mr. *hepley in the sult last 
April, figures as co-defendant. 

THE DEFENDANTS. 

There are two counts in Mr. Glover’s peti- 
tion and he asks $50,000 on each, making his 
claim for damages amount to $100,000. 

The suit filed against him last April by Mr. 
Shepley is still pending in the Circuit Court 
against his sureties, the case having 
been dismissed as to Mr. Glover 
himself. In bis claim for damages Mr. Glover 
touches on the dismissal of the suit, so far as 
he was concerned in it as defondant. Mr. 
Glover was succeeded as administrator of the 
Glover & Shepley estate by Mr. J. F. Shepley. 

Mr. Robert, who represented Mr. Shepley as 
counsel and who is a defendant in Mr. 
Glover's action for damages, was seen to-day 
by a Post-DISPATCH reporter ahd declined to 
make any statement. 

Mr. Shepley is at present attending a Jap- 
anese Exposition in Japan and will not return 
for some time.

THE FARGO STORM. 


Great Damage to Property and Crops—Seven 
Children Killed. 


Sr. PAUL, Minn., July 8.—Reports of a def - 
nite nature bave at last been obtained con- 
cerning the wind storm at Fargo, N. D. The 
wind was notin the shape of a cyclone, but 
great damage was done, nevertheless. 
Blocks of houses were uvroofed, 
electric towers blown over and 


the Milwaukee depot destroyed. The most 
serious accident occurred at the house of Mrs. 
McCarthy, seven children who sought shelter 
in a coal bin being Killed by the falling of the 
roof. Mre. MeCarthy was sexiousiy hurt. 
About twenty persons were more or less 
injured by being jostied around in the cars of 
the Northern Pacific train, which was turned 
over by the wind, but no one was killed. The 
train had just pulled out of town 
when the wind struck it, overturning nine 
coaches and the baggage cars. 

The total damage done to the city is esti. 
mated at $75,000. The surrounding country 
for a radius ofthirty miles suffered, several 
good wheat crops being almost ruined. Farm 
houses and barns were damaged and some of 
them entirely destroyed. 

The reports from tne small towns show that 
the storm was extensive..Casselton reports 
bridges down; Mapleton ports no serious 
injuries to persons but considerable wrecking 
of bulidings; Dublin, Wheatiand and Ayer 
make the same reports. . 


At Moorhead. 


MOORHEAD, Minn., July 8.—The wind 
storm of yesterday was the most severe ever 
Known in this section of the country. The 
damage is piaced at $25,000. The biggest 
foundry in the city was blown down, and the 
railway round-bouse partly wrecked. Puild- 
ings on all sides were unroofed and damaged. 
At Tenny, six miles east, the grain elevator 
was blown down and now lies across the 
Northern Pacific Railroad track. 


A Severe Storm. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1spatcr. 
FAYETT2VILLE, Ark, July 8.—About 6p. m. 
yesterday the town of Rogers, Benton County, 
was visited by a severe electric and rain 
storm. Five buildings on Main street were 


struck by lightning and seton fire, but the 
heavy rain extinguished the flames. A shoe- 
maker named Duval was killed anda boy 
knocked down ana badly stunned. 


Storm at New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., July 8.—A storm of rain 
and wind of considerasle violence came up 
yesterday. The custom-house was flooded, 
the roof haying been taken off for repairs 


just before the rain came up. The electric 
wire service was very badly damaged. The 
Gamage will be considerable. 


A Car-Repalrer Killed. 


About 9:30 o’clock this morning, while 
Adolph Biattner was walking along the Iron 
Mountain tracks at the foot of Pestalozzi 
street,a switch engine backed down upon him 


crushing bim beneath the wheels and 
causing almost instant death. The remains, 
terribly mangled, were taken to 
the Morgue.

THE FIRST REBEL FLAG. 


This Man Was the Tirst Who Kaised the 
Emblem, 


From the New York Sun. 

The first Confederate flag ever flung to the 
breeze on the Mississippi was raised by Capt. 
J. F. Jack. He is a guest at Saratoga and 
gives an interesting account of the incident 
and of his eventful life. He says: 

„1 was born in 1830 in Ohio. In 1847 1 
drifted down to New Orleans, and there, 
without friends or money began the battle of 
life. Shortly afterward I joineda circus and 


traveied with iton theroad. Then we went 
up and down the Mississipp! River on a float- 
ing palace, touching at towns along the shore 
and giving entertainments. This palace was 
200 feet long, 50 feet wide and would seat 2,000 
people. Iran this boat for our company until 
1859, when I took charge of the Banjo, a 
smaller craft. 

„On this boat I had a number of French 
Zouaves. who gave musket drills, As soon as 
Fort Sumter was fred upon I ran the craft up 
to Vicksturg and sold out everything, even to 
the muskets, which were purchased by the 
Confederates, Then I came North and re- 
mained afew days in New Lors. but as my 
feelings and interests were all with the South- 
ern people, I returned to New Orleans, pur- 
chased a passenger boat called the Charm, 
and proceeded up the river. arriving at 
Vicksburg I met the Prince, asmail steamer 
in command of Capt. Reeves, coming down. 
It was while we were Moored at Vicksburg 
that I hoisted the Confederate flag. You see, 
at that time everyone Was making a decided 
stand for one side or the other, and one day 
Capt. Reeves came aboard the Charm. He had 
a Confederate flat in his band, and he said to 
me: ‘Capt. Jack, these are the colors we are 
sailing under now.“ I sala ‘All right,’ and 
taking the flag I nalled it on a long pole and 
lashed the pole to the maininast, 

„But, understand me, if it were to be done 
once again, I would not do it. In fact, no 
colors would go tothe top of my mainmast 
exeept the stars and stripes. After that I con- 
tinued to run steamboate la Southern waters 
until 1875, when ™Y bean tailed, and since 
that time, with grip in one hand and pocket- 
beok in the other. 1 bave explored the world, 
and especially the United states, which ie in 
my mind the greatest Country on top of God's 
earth. I have lived at Various times in eighty- 
seven cities of the URion. This is my first

TREATING A SUNSTROKE. 


HOW “HE DOCTORS REDUCE TEMPERATURE 
AND SAVE LIFE- 


The Experience ofa Man Whe Has Been 
Through the Treatment—The Sensations 
Preceding Prostration and Recovery 
Under the Cold Water Treatment—The 
Ice Water Shower Bath. 


The daily papers allover the country have 
for the past two or three weeks published 
long lists of persons who were overcome by 
the hot weather. 

The announcement generally, went on to 
say that John Smith was overcome by the 
heat at sucha place, was taken to the Dis- 
pensary and treated by the physicians 
in charge, and was then seut home, to the 
hospital or to the Morgue, as the result 
of the prostration called for.

The 
writer of the following account, who 
for obvious reasons does not de- 
sire to dave his name made pubiic, 
has written his experience while under 
treatment for the PoOsT-DISPATCH readers, 
for the purpose of elucidating any misappre 
hensions as to the manner of bringing a man 
down to a normal temperature from an 
unnaturally high one. The treatment is 
necessarily severe, but the Dispensary phy- 
sicians make it as easy as it is possible 
to make a disagreeable thing less so. 
The following is the experience of a 
man who was not dangerously prostrated, 
but still overcome by the heat to such an ex- 
tent as to make the immediate reduction of 
his temperature necessary in order to pre- 
serve life.

The above inscription, which @ppears on the 
City Dispensary register, while + pean 4 
having no unusual interest attached to it, is 
the greatest importanee tothe writer. Beneath 
the cold exterior of this quiet inscription 
is one of the most harrowing experiences 
which it is the lot of mortal man to have and 
live. It ia literally being brought from the 
darkness of death back to life again. 

The name sunstroke carries with it the idea 
of death In its darkest form. Being stricken 
down without warning by the overpowering 
influence of the life-giving rays from the 
sun. The philosophy of the sunstroke merely 
carries out the policy that too muchofa 
good tning 1e injurious. The rays of the 
sun are most welcome on a cold winter’s 
morning, but in the heat of summer they are 
apt to more than encompass the wishes of the 
most warm-blooded son of the Sonth. 

I had an encounter with the sun’s rays this 
morning which resulted in favor of the sun 
by great odds. It might de said 
that the sun won with both 
hands down. I have been in the habit of 
scoffing at the weak-headed individuals 
whose names have appeared in the lists as 
victims of heat exhaustion, but since 
I bave joined their ranks shall 
now take the other side. It has been my 
custom to make no extra endeavor to seck 
the shady side of the streets, even on the 
hottest days. I walked aleng easily 
and witbout fear that I would 
be one of the victims. The physicians say 
that the effect which the sun will bave on a 
person depends on their physical condition. 
If a person is in good health and is reasonably 
careful there need be no fear of a sunstroke, 
so they say. Last night I was kept 

by the illness of a friend until 
after midnight and lost considerable sleep 
after going to bed by the screeches ofa sick 
child in an adjoining room; Iarose early and 
came down town as usual, feeling rather 
tired, however. 
HOW IT CAME ON. 

‘*‘I was on the street at about 9 o’clock and 
felt unaccountably dizzy and weak, but I sup- 
posed that there was nothing serious about it, 
as I have felt that way before after having 
passed asleepless night. I hugged the shady 
side of the street with the greatest. care, but 
the feeling of dizziness rapidly be- 
came more pronounced.” My § eyes 
seemed to have bplots on them, 80 
that I could not see distinctly and I finally 
come to the conclusion that I was in a fair 
way to become a candidate for the services of 
a physician. A cab was standing near the 
corner of Sixth and Chestnut streets, and 1 
made as near a bee line for it as I could. The 
driver saw that I was ill, and he opened the 
door of nis vehicle, letting me fall in a heap on 
the seat. 

„ «City Dispensary’ Iremember murmtring 
in a sieepy tone and soon 1 felt the motion of 
the cab and knew that the driver was 
making every effort to get there 
in as short a time as possible.I had completely 
collapsed and took as little interest in what 
was going on as ifIhad just stepped off the 
earth.Indeed I had nearly done so.l retaineda 
complete consciousness of all that was going 
on around me, but Itelt as though I was in 
some other place looking atthese things. 1 
placed my hand to my bead and 
everything felt unnatural. My hands were 
cold and my bead was hot, and the contact re- 
suited in a prickly feeling as thongh 
I had received a shock of electricity. That 
was the last voluntary move which I made 
for some time. 

The cab rolled up to the door and I 
heard hurrying feet in the  Dispen- 
sary. No useless words were ex- 
changed. ‘‘Sunstroke,’’ briefly said the cab 
driverand hethen devoted his attention to 
holding the door open. Some one took me 
by the knees, another by the shoulders, and 
Ifeit myselt being carried rapidly across a 
room. Every fiber of my b dy seemed to have 
become inanimate. Icould not move a mus- 
cle, although could hear everything that was 
being said, and seem to know 
by instinct just what was being done. 


PLACED ON THE COT. 

I was laid on acot, which was composed of 
a set of wire springs and a frame. Beneath 
my head was an air cushion and 
that comprised the bed-clothbing. I 
felt my coat and vest pulled off 
with all possible haste. Then my shirts 
were pulled over my head, while the 
buttons flew on the floor. I felt some- 
thing cool, made ot metal, thrust 
under my armpit, and then heard some one 
eay: 103, ah, that’s not so bad. 

This hadall been done it seemed to me in 
a few seconds. I felt something 
placed under my head, which seemed in- 
crease the feeling of inenimity ef the 
flesb. I felt something which 
seemed warm water being 

oured over my chest. My shoes and stock- 
ngs had been removed and wet cloths wound 
around my feet. My flesh begam to have 
a prickly sensation which increased witn 
the application of the water. I was evident! 
coming around. Some one was chat 
ing my hands, while another was 
slapping me on the chest and ribs 
with what seemed like a piece of board, 
though I afterwards found out that it was only 
awettowel. I could feel the blood begin 
coursing thfough my veins like streams of 
fiery liquid, ang at each application of the 
water it felt colder. 

„Now give him the cold one, I 
heard a voice say, and suddenly I 
felt something strike my chest which 
seemed like burning lead. The stream was 
turned on my face and head, my, chest, arms 
and body.

I gasped 
for breath and it seemed as if a strap 
had been tied around my chest. Every vein 
in my throat seemed bursting, when sud- 
denly there came a great feeelin 
of relief. took un lon breat 
and filled my lungs with air, opened my eyes 
and was all right.

AN APPEAL TO HONOR- 


The citizen of Louisiana who is not 
stirred to indignation by the strong 
message of Gov. Nicnotrs vetoing the 
lottery bill, must be dead indeed to all 
sense of honor. ) 
The Governor states his objections to th 
gambling scheme briefly, but with a bold 
vigor and pithy clearness which admit of 
no doubt of his own views of the purposes 
and methods of the lottery men or of ,the 
terrible consequences Which the success of 
their efforts to fasten the lottery iniquity 
upon the State will bring upon its people, 
He points out that the adoption 
of the franchise amendment will 
introduce an era of corruption 
and extravagance hitherto unknown 
even in reconstruction days. He outlines 
the probable plan of the corruptionists to 
maintain their hold upon the State by ex- 
travagance and by the manipulation of 
the State’s finances in such a way as to 
render it dependent upon the lottery for 
revenue. While resenting the charge of 
pauperism he shows the degradation 
which the confession of pauperism and 
the partnership of the people with a dis- 
reputable gambling concern will inevit- 
ably bring upon the commonwealth. 
There is an earnest fervor of appeal to 
the honor of the Louisiana people which 
isnot common in official documents and 
which contains a genuine thrill of 
righteous indignation at the deceptive 
villainy of the men who are attempting 
to plunge the State in disgrace for their 
own selfish and corrupt ends. 

The result of the popular vote alone 
will tell whethera majority of the people 
of Louisiana consent to deliver the State 
over to degradation. Neither money nor 
base means will be spared to accomplish 
this end. But when this is done it is_pos- 
sible to confine the disgrace to that State 
and to turn the fruits of the gambling 
syndicate’s victory into ashes. The union 
of the respectable people of other States 
against the vile partnership of Louisiana 
with a gambling swindle, the strengthen- 
ing and strict enforcement of State laws 
against lotteries and the improvement of 
Federal legislation in this direction will 
make Louisiana both partner and victim, 
and will bring such disasters upon her 
people that the lottery evil will become 
unbearable. 
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A STRANGF CHICAGO VERDICT. 

The verdict of the Coroner’s Jury in the 
case ot Blr BRENNAN, who died from 
injuries received in a fight with Frank 
GARRARD at Chicago, Thursday night, 
holds no one except the victim responsi- 
ble for his death. GARRARD and the brutal 
“sports” for whose profit or entertain- 
ment BRENNAN was done to death under 
circumstances which were in themseves 
violations of law, go scot free. 

This verdict of a Chicago jury reminds 
one ofthe famous verdict of a Western 
border jury in which it was held “that the 
deceased came to his deatb in consequence 
of being a durned fool.” BRENNAN was 
undoubtedly a fool and invited his fate. 
He was himself engaged in a brutal and 


But his part in the crime does not excuse 
the men who hired himto fight or the 
man who directly caused his death. Par- 
son’’ Davies who testified to having 
seventeen years’ experience as manager 
of prize fights, andthe other ‘*sports” who 
were at the fight naturally made light of 
the affair, declared that there was no 
money up and thatthe men were playing 
with each other. But the reporters and 
some spectators testified to heavy fighting 
and the doctor who examined BRENNAN 
sayshefound evidence of hemorrhages 
in both lungs and brain, showing that he 
had been punished severely before the 
fall which caused his death occurred. 
The play was of a fatal sort. 

The Chicago jury, however, took the 
view of the sports“ that BRENNAN killed 
himself by falling under GaRRaRD, and

NOT A MATTER OF PRINCIPLE. 

It is given out that Mr. BLAINE’s recent 
utterances condemning the McKinley bill 
and advocating a form of reciprocity, 
| which is but a step in the direction of free 
| trade, were dictated not by principle but 
| by policy. It is also announced that he 
‘has no patience with people. who talk 
about the “principle” of protection. Pro- 
tection with him is simply a mafter of 
“nolicy.’’ to be abandoned whenever it is 
found that another policy is better caicu- 
lated to catch votes. 

Asa matter of „principle“ it does not 
much matter what Mr. BLAINE says on 
this or any other subject, but it is certain- 
ly significant that the shrewdest politician 
in his party is throwing out sugges- 
tions of this sort as _ feelers for 
public opinion. The average man is never 
so well pleased as when he is told some- 
thing he has already learned and it is the 
business of shrewd politicians to know 
what and how much the voter has learned 
since he voted the last time. No better or 
surer proof could be brought forward that 
the voter has learned something since the 
election of 1888 than the recent bold and 
emphatic declarations of Mr. BLAINE. 

But a party which, by the mouth of its 
foremost leader, avows that it is rich in 
policy and poor in 5 a isnot one to 
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commend itself to good citizens, even such 
as are slow to learn: That the Republi- 
can party has only a vote-catching pol- 
icy, as flexible as it is unscru- 
pulous, has been abundantly shown 
during the progress of the MoKinley bill, 
in which the influence of money has been 
tempered only by a fear of the influence 
of hostile yotes. Theone has been bal- 
anced against the other in pursuance of 8 
policy of expediency, Mr. BLAINE has 
discovered that the people are abandon- 
ing the ‘*‘prinoiple of protection.’’ It is 
only natural that a politician so shrewd 
should hasten to change his policy and 
put himself in harmony withthe newly 
awakened popular intelligence.

HAD A ROUGH VOYAGE 


ARRIVAL OF ENGLISH TORPFDO Boats at 
HALIFAX, NOVA SCOTIA. 


The Treop- Tyne With the New Engines 
ot War-A Bog and Heavy Seas— 
One of the Beats Kids Our a Severe 
Gale—0Ol on the Troubled Waters, 


Hativax, Nova Scotia, July §.—some time 
ago the Admiralty decided to send out tor- 
pedo boats to Halifax to strengthen the de- 
fensive powers of the port, and docks were 
constructed in view of the advent of these 
miniature war vessels. The boats chosen 
were Nos. 61 and , and they arrived here 
yesterday worning im company witn the 
troopship Tyne. These are the frst 
torpedo boats ever in this station, 
and they are attracting much attention. They 
were commissioned June 3, with a comple- 
ment of sixteen officers and men to each boat. 
The start {rom Sherness was made June 73 
Portsmouth and Torquay were called at and 
brief stays made at each, and Plymouth was 
reached June 10. Thetwo boats sailed from 
Plymouth with the troop-ship Tyne, June 18, 
and made Queenstown after a rough passage 
the next day, June 14. After clearing the 
harbor of Queenstown, the Tyne took the two 
torpedo boats in tow and made a good run for 
six miles, when a thick fog was encountered 
which caused delay. June 15 a gale sprang 
up. The commander of one of the torpedo 
boats tells this story of the voyage: 

The sea in a short time was running suf- 
ficientiy high to make the pitebing and roll- 
ing of boate very uncomfortabie. Capt. 
Goodrich of the Tyne then began using oll to 
break the force of the seg and so enable the 
boats to ride more easily.” The oll did all thas 
was required of it and things began to be 
more comfortable. Some idea of the force of 
the sea may be estimated from the fact that in 
one night thirty gallons of oll were used de- 
fore any effect was produced. Tuesday, June 
7, during a lull, the boats were run alongside 


the Tyne and coaled and watered. Three 
Gays later when things were at their worst, 
Capt. Goodrich made the signal: d 

„»The worst of the weather over; captain, 
officers and men of tne Tyne sympathize with 
the officers and crews of the boats ia their 
great discomfort.’ » 

A HEAVY rA. 

The offnal was fully appreciated by all 
hands and tended to raise our spirits consid- 
erable. By Sunday morning, June 22, the 
weather had moderated sufficiently to enable 
us once more to supply the boats with coal 
and water, but by this time the weather be- 
came so bad that No. 61, the sternmost boat, 
carried away her towing hawser, and with 360 
feet of three and one-half inch wire was 
forced to ride out the gale herself.

OLD TITLES QUESTIONED. 


Seven Unusal Suits Filed to Recover Prop- 
erty in Carondelet, 


United States District Attorney Reynolds be- 
gan suit against Peter Breckenridge, Caroline 
B. Hunt, AnnaC. Freder, John W. Loosman, 
James C. and Robert Davis, Lewie Neubauer 
and Emile Cairs aud Charles Blanks to recover 
eertain property situated in Carondelet. The 
titles to the property in dispute date back to 


the cession of this territory to the United 
States by Louisiana. At this time all this 
country was known as commons, and the 
Government made grants of it to the iInbhabi- 
tants-of the various villages, St. Louis, 88. 
Charles, Alton, Carondelet, etc., reserving 
certain land for military uses. The reserva- 
tion in Carondelet inciuded about 1,800 acres, 
and the ground now occupied by 
Jefferson Barracks is a part ef that reserva- 
tion. Sometime afterwards the boundaries 
of the reservation were changed, the GoVern- 
ment granting Carondelet a portion in the 
northwestern part in return for land border- 
ing on another part of the reservation, and 
the questioned titles cover the two sections 
which were traded. A man named 
Montague claimed 
by Carondelet to the Government 
under a Spanish grant and his beirs are now 
in possession of it. It was a part of the For. 
der and Davis estate. Brockenbrough, who 
was then the government sufveyor, entered 
the land which the Government traded to 
Carondelet and secure patent to it; though 
the Government clatme@that at that timeit was 
not subject to entry. However, his 
heirs retained possession and itis the prop- 
erty now held by Dr, Blank and Louis Neu- 
bauer. It is said that a previous effort was 
made by the Government to obtain possession 
of this land in the Court of Claims, but if such 
an attempt was made there is no record bf it. 
The petitions which were Bled to-day ask for 
the tle, $2,000 damages and $250 monthiy 
rental.

Every 
one of them ap- 
preciates a good 
speculation and 
during the past 
six months the 
fortunes of most 
of them have 
been growing 
Senator Stanford, before 
he left for Europe, gave minute instruo- 
tions as to the sale of his horsesonthe Palo 
Alto farm and he has concluded to hold his 
Blectioneer colts for a rise. On this stock 
farm Stanford has 125 stalliens, 160 brood 
mares and 230 fillies and geldings, each of 
whichis worth a fortune and tbe poorest of 
which will bring more at a horse auction than 
acierk’svearly salary. Stanford began his 
horse breeding, be once told me, for.the bene- 
At of his health, got interested in it and kept 
itup until ne made it pay. He has certain 
Plans and theories of breeding stock peculiar 
to himselfand when he first advanced these 
the other horse breeders of the United States 
laughed at him and called him ‘‘Orazy Stan- 
ford.’ A few years’ experiment and the ex- 
cellency of his stock showed them that he was 
right and he now gets the highest prices in the 
country. One of his theories was that during 
certain seconds of every race the trotiing 
horse had all his feet off the ground at the 
Sametime. This was sneered at until Stan- 
fordemployed the photographer Muybridge 
So test the matter with a score of cameras. 
The result proved that Stanford was correct 


like Jonah's gourd. 


re 
and the experiment formed the foundation of 
instantaneous photography. Stanford pub- 
lisned a book about the matter which cost 
him $40,000 for 1,000 copies and this is the cost- 
liest horse book ever published. 

Stanford’s income is by no means confined 
to horse breeding profits... He has miles of 
vineyards and farms, railway and steamship 
stock and he receives every year as least 

"4,400,000 from his investments. He makes a 
good turn every pow and then in speculation 
and not long ago while riding across the 
Potomac to Arlington he stopped his horse at 
the end ofthe Georgetown bridge and look- 
Ing up aud downthe river told his private 
secretary to buy all the land hecould see trom 
that pointonthe Virginia side. The private 
secretary uponinguiry found it would take 
two years at least to perfect the titles and get 
hold ofthe property. Senator Stanford said 
nothing about the matter for six months 
and then in another ride he wanted 


to know if anything had been done. He was 
told the trouble as to titles and be then said 
he would drop the matter, ashe had enough 
on hand and his fortune wasso large that it 
would not pay him to bother to increase it. 
Had the land been bought he would hare 
bulltaraliroad into Virginia and have laid 
out a big suburb on the Potomac Heights. He 
saw there was money in it, but he did hot 
care to worry about t. It was the same wheu 
he was in Turkey some years ago. The Sul- 
tan wanted him to build railroads and he re- 
plied that he would have jumped at the 
chance if he had been younger and poorer. 
He is said to be worth $100,000,000 and his first 
money was made in peddling borseradi eh. 

Senator Stewart of Nevada is at the head of 
the California syndicate which is now putting 
millions into Washington suburban real 
estate. They have bought the land by the 
acre and wilisell it by the square foot. They 
have a number of bills before Congress au- 
thorizing them to build railroads through it, 
and they are asking about 500 per cent advance 
on the money they paid tothefarmers. Sen- 
ator Stewart rolls im money; still be looks 
more like a farmer thana millionaire, and 
hisrosy face has none of the signs of the dis- 
sipated life of the very rich. lie has biue 
eyes, a beard of straw-colored silver and his 
Dald head is fringed with fuzzy white hairs. 
He has, it is said, $200 laid by for every one of 
these hairs and though he has lost several 
fortunes he ls again on top. He stili holds the 
big castle which be buiit opposite Biaine’s, 
and this is now rented for $10,000 a year to the 
Obimese Legation. One of Stewart's first in 
vestments was the selling of coon skins, and 
he made this pay as a boy. 

Senator Teller of Colorado makes $10,000 a 
year outof his law practice, and he has lost 
as many fortunes as any man in the Senate. 
He has numerous investments in mines which 
oy jump into miilions any day, and though 
he is at presenta comparatively poor man he 
is one of infinite possibilities. I chatted with 
him lastnight about his money-making ex- 
periences. Said he: 

**One of my first investments after going 
to Uolorado was the buying of a mine for 
$12,500. My profite out of the sale of it were 
more than $100,000, and that sale ruined me. It 
was enough to ruin any man to make $100,000 
in three days. This was thirty years ago, and 
now in 1890 I do not suppose that all my prop- 
erty underthe hammer would seil for more 
than $100,000. The investments ] have are un- 

roductive, and my income outside of the 

mate is small. Lam often classed with the 
Ven er willionaires,. but in these estimates 
s man is charged with having ten 
doliare where be has one. Take, for 
Instance, my immense ranch in Southern 
Colorado. Ihe reports state truly that it 
takes 125 miles of fenoe to Surround 
its fields and that its area embraces 
theusands of acres. This is true. 
It contains 16,000 acres but we paid only $1.25 
an are for it and the original purchase did 
mot amount to more than $20,000. We paid 

,000 more for some additional lands which 
connect it with the river and give us water 
put at present nothing but grass will grow on 
the ranch and it is worth practically nothing 
until it ie irrigated. It will cost ,000 to 
make the right kind of a ditch to irrigate it 
and when this ditch is made it may be worth 
something. Then my mining properties may 
be worth a great deal and may be worth noth- 
ing. All that 1 know is that they bringin no 
income to speaxc of at present. As to farm 
lands, I have 12,000 acresin IIIInois. I was of- 
fered $75 an acre for 600 acres of it some years 
ago, but Ido notthink it would bring $60 an 
acre under the hammer to-dey, and the whole 
farm would not sel! at auction for $0 an acre. 
1 bought a large part of this farm for my 


money I ever made. Then I have a hotel and 
a bank at Central City, Colo. Iown the fur- 
niture of the hotel, and every year or e one 


of the tenants gets two or three thousand dol- 


lars bebind and leaves. It then costs me 2 
couple of thousand dollars to refurnish it, 
and the result is that the taxes, the furniture 
and the repairs eat up the income from it. 
**Yes,’’ continued the Senator in response 
to my question, I have bad a number of 
chances to make money by investment, but 
as I told you about the $900,000 I lost by not 
going into a mining speculation, I have lost 
other chances equally good. I do not suppose 
there is a man in the Senate who cannot say 
the same thing. I have bad one principle, 
however, which has perhaps aided in keep- 
ing me comparatively poor. I have never 
allowed my name of Senator to be used asa 
director of any institution in which I was not 
financially interested and to the support of 
which I did not pay as large a proportion as 
any other member of the corporation. I once 
lost a couple of hundred thousand dollars by 
not being in D@nver one day.

In this connection perhaps no wan has taken 
more advantage of his chances in a legitimate 
way than Senator John Sherman. Sherman 
was eltting yesterday afternoon just next to 
Senator Teller. He was dressed in a pepper 
and salt suit, and ase 1 looked at him he did not 
seem a day older than when I came to Wash- 
ington seven years ago. It was at this time 
that he made his big epeculation in suburban 
real estate bere, out of which gossips say he 
made a clear $200,000. He has been investing 
in other properties since then, and everything 
he touches seems to turn into gold. He does 
not allow his money to lie idle, and, as Sen- 
ator Palmer once said of him, he likes to make 
a good speculation as much nowas he ever 
did. It would be impossible fora man like 
Sherman to remain poor. He is cautious and 
conservative, and, though not atingy, he is 
economical. He knows a good thing when he 
sees it and is not afraid to take hold of it. His 

roperty at Mansfield, O., has been increas- 
ng in valueright along, and he lately gave a 
part of it to the city as a park, and this mate- 
rlally increased the value of that which re- 
mained. He hasanumber of good renting 
houses in Washington, has bank stocks scat- 
tered here and there over the couutry, and 
was for a time one of the directors of the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago Raiiroad. 
He is however more of an investor than a 
speculator. Ho commenced life by making it 
a principle to save $500 a year. This was 
shortly after he was married and his progress 
since then has been steady. He ie a man of 
extraordinory intellectual ability and be has 
added to his intellectual ability by the same 
methods that he has increased his money pile. 
He has been astudentalihis life and never 
wasted much time in loafing or novel read- 
ing, and though he is well posted in English 
literature he has little time for trash. He has 
undoubtedly an income ofathousand dollars 
or #0 a month ontside of his salary, and 
though he never talks about his money be has 
been classed with the millionaires, 

Senator Jones of Nevada is perhaps the 
most active speculator of the Millionaires’ 
Club. He has had a score of ups and downs, 
and when he was elected to the Senate in 1872 
he was worth $5,000,000, alarge partof which 
came dutof the Comstock Lode which made 
the fortunes of Floodand O’Brien, Mackay 
and Fair. Shortly after this he went into a 
speculation with Senator Stewart and lost 
nearly ail he had. He started a watering 
place near Los Angeles, Cal., which never 
paid, and he built a Turkish bath in San Fran- 
cisco, which further depleted his fortune. He 
then put all he had leftin the Sierra Nevada 
Mine, the shares of which at once dropped 
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down to nothing, and a few months later be- 
to rise and got up to 215. The 
bubble then burst and Jones, who had 
held on to his stock, was again worth nothing. 
After numerous other adventures in which he 
made and lost, de became interested in the 
Alaska mines pear Sitka, out of which he is 
now getting immense profits. I do not know 
just how many thousand dollars a month 
these mines are turning out, but they yield 
the Senator several hundred thousand dollars 
and he is again a millionaire. 
Like the most of the Western millionaires, he 
has a large estate in Calitornia, and his graz- 
ing and farming lands at Santa Monica em- 
brace 32,000 acres. He isavery simple man 
in bis babite and lives very quietly at Wash- 
ington in a house facing Scott Circle, which 
he recently bought from Stilson Hutchins, the 
old editor of the Washington Post. 

Senator George Hearst has an income 
amounting to hundreds of dollars a day, and, 
like Jones, he has one of the biggest farms in 
the West. There are 40,000 acres in his estate 
at Sao Luis — a and the Senator has some 
fine stock upon it. He has mines all over the 
country, from coal minesin West Virginia to 
silver mines in Mexico. He is the chief owner 
of the San Andreas gold mine of Mexico; 
whioh is quoted at $5,000,000 in the London 
market, and he issaid to beone of the best 
judges of mines in the country. He hss at 
times employed more than 2,000 men in 
working hie mines, and he is one of the 
few men who costinuousiy make and seldom 
lose. His son ow the San Francisco Fram- 
iner and his wife is one of the accomplished 
women of Washington society. As for the 
Senator, be prefers aretired lite and would 
rather be one of a quiet party at the card 
table than attend a White House dinner. The 
new house intowhich he has just moved is 
worth at least $100,000, and it must have cost a 
fortune to put into shape and change it from 
the great square brice, which it was when Sec- 
retary Fairchild occupied it, into the modern 
architectural structure which it is now. 

Senator Sawyer is another big farmer of the 
Millionaires’ Club.

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A DAY AT WEST POINT. 


THE FIRST CLASSMAN OF 1890 DESCRIBES 
THE ROUTINE OF THE SCHOOL. 


The Boys Haye to Turn Oat at 5:45 in the 
Morning and Work With Short Inter. 
missiohNs Until 10:30—The ‘*Scratch 
Days and the ‘‘Snap Days’’—It Is a 
Hard Life.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 5.—Seores of 
boys in every State have their eyes turned 
toward West Point. There isa glamour about 
the academy attractive to all bright youths. 
Every boy at some time or other has the mill- 
tary fever. It is shown in building snow 
forta and snow-balling eontests at school. 
Thousands of boys getthis fever by reading the 
exploits of Alexander, Hannibal, Cesar, Gus- 
tavus Adolphus, Frederick the Great, Napo- 
leon and other great commanders. In 
studying the careers of Scott, Zachary 
Taylor, Grant, Lee, Sherman, Sheridan and 
other great American soldiers their minds are 
turned toward West Point. Their Diood is at 
fever heat once a year when the examinations 
are held. All are anxious to become cadets, 
but few know how dificult itis to secure an 
appointment. 

Each member of the House of Representa- 
tives has one every four years, and oftener if 
the cadet from his district fails to pass the 
yearly examinations. The President keeps 
ten cadets at the academy all the time. This 
gives him from two to five appointments each 
year. Less than half the cadetae who enter 
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Learning to Mount. 
the academy really graduate. The others fal. 
by the way-side, either physically or intel- 
lectually. A boy must have rare mental and 
physical stamina to take the course at West 
Point. Few realize how much brain and 
brawn are required to get a dipioma. 

The stern realities of military life are before 
him as soon as he enters the barracks. He 
will have no luxuries and no tender atten- 
tions. His room is uncarpeted and he shares 
it with a comrade. It contains two wooden 
chairs, a2 wooden wash-stand, a common 
wooden table, a piain clothes-press, two iron 


bed-steads, and two tin water-buckets 

He gets no ice water and is compelled to 
drink from a gourd with a wooden handle. 
No pictures nor adornments are allowed up- 
on the walls. An iron bedstead anda hard 
mattress without springs serve as acouch. 
Only the bare necessaries of life are furnished 
him. But Rip Van Winkle never slept 
sounder than a West Point cadet. Frederick 
the Great seldom worked harder, and this 
will appear from aday’s workofa cadet in 
the senior class. 

Take what is known among the cadets as a 
**scrateh day. The cadet rises at reveille. 
He washes, dresses and goes to his company 
parade ground, where he must 14 at 5:45 
a.m. He is hardly in line before he hears the 
roll-call. It lasts only a minute. He answers 
to his name, is dismissed and returns to his 
room. Immediately afterwards he makes up 
his bed, sweeps the bare floor and dusts the 
mantel-piece, clothes-press, table, chairs and 
wash-stand. At 6 o’clock he bears the sick 
call. If ill he goes to the hospital, 
where the cadet surgeon attends to hi* wants. 
If weilafter cleaning his room he improves 
the ten minutes remaining before breakfast in 
study. If a sub-division inspector, he in- 


aps. 
spects the seven rooms in his balliwiek at po- 
lice call at 6:05 o’ clock. is his duty 
to note any visible violations of police regula - 
tions and record them ip bis police certificate. 
He fills it out on his return to his room. He 
must then place the certificate in the box al- 
— to his company in the cadet guard- 
ouse. 

At 6:10 he again hears the beat of the drum. 
It is the first call for breakfast. Between this 
and the last call at 6:16 he completes his to:- 
let. The corps forms in front of the barracks 
and marches to Grant Hall for breakfast ufter 
the last call. Thirty minutes are allowed for 
the meal. Upon the return of the dete to 
the barracks he is released from quarters. 
This release lasts until § o’clock. I he has 
any business with the cadet commissary now 
is the time to transact it. A cadet in the 
senior Class rarely avails himself of the re. 
lease. He repairs at once to his room and 
cons his Spanish. The lessen comprises about 
four pages of grammar, two of reading and 
three o verb- conjusatien. At 8:16 he drops 
Spenie and takes up hie engineering lesson. 
The task given him usually comprises about 
twenty pages inthe Art of Wir, or some 
kindred subject. 

At 9:30 the cadet marobes with the other 
nine men in bis section to the engineer class 
room. The recitation iasts until 10:65. He 
then has five minutes intermission. Within 
this time he returns to the 98 ks, K- 
changes hie books on engineering for bis 
Spanish, and marches to the Spanish section 
ag . he remaing varation 8 
next hour iss t ' 
lesson aie * 8 3 
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accommodates ten persons, As tha cadets 
march in they arrange themselves behind 
their chairs and await orders. ‘‘Company A, 
be seated,’’ shouts the orderly sergeant of 
that company. Each cadet hangs his hat. 
upon a hook in the back of his hair and 
takes his seat at the table. The other 
companies are seated in like manner. There 
are three courses. The best of soup is served, 
and plenty of it. Then come roast meats, and 
they are roasted to a turn. After that dessert 
is Po eat upon the table. Sometimes it is 
pudding nd at others it is strawberries, pine- 
apples or Other delicacies in their seasons. 

he cadet at the head of the table serves the 
soup, the meat and the dessert. All are

treated as gentlemen, and each treats the 
other as a gentlewan. Each cadetis Mr. 80- 
and-So, whether addressed by his comrade or 
by his professor. 

Dinner is 1:40. For 
the next twenty minutes the ca- 
dets are again released from  quar- 
ters. The recitations, however, are résumed 
at 2 o’clock. The cadet uses these twenty 
minutes in preparing forthem. The lesgon in 
law comprises about twenty pages of consti- 
tutional jurisprudence, and its recitation takes 
the time between 2and 8 o’clock. From 3 
o’clock to 4:10 the cadet studies his ordnance 
lesson for the ensuing day. 

At 4:10 the rattleofthe drum again falls 
upon his ears. It is the call for drill. He 
hastily puts on what be calle his dog of war’’ 
—in other words, his sword, sash, bat and 
gioves. At4:15 he Is in line awaiting the order 
to march. The drill lasts till 5:20 and is very 
thorough and trying. Then he has fifteen 
minutes respite. In this time he must change 
his uniform and prepare for dress parade. 
The dress parade lasts thirty-fiVe minutes on 
an average. At Its close the cadet is double- 
quicked from the ground. 

It takes five minutes to remove his ‘‘dog,’’ 
get into his fatizue suit and repair to the com- 
pany parade ground, preparatory to march- 
ing to supper. This meal lasts for half an 
hour, After it is over the cadet has another 
half hour release from quarters. It may be 
weed for recreation, but if wise—an in 
ninety-nine cases outofa hundred the cadet 
is wise—he repairs at once to his quarters and 
begins work on tne lessons for the next day. 
He bas now three hours anda quarter. before 
**taps.”’ Two hours ofthis he puts in on his 
engineering. The remaining hour he gives to 
ordnance and gunnery. 

At taps he leaves his table, lights a dark 
lantern and luspects the quarters of the ca- 
dets in lower classesin his subdivision. It is 
bis business to see that they are in bed and 
not violating any of the rules of the academy. 
After this inspection he tramps to the guard- 
house and reports the result to the officer in 
charge. Upon coming back to his room he 
rolis down the mattress upon bis iron bed- 
stead and uses the time left before 10:30 in 
continuing his studies. Thistime is granted 
asacompensation for acting as subdivision 
inspector. 

Such is what is known as a ‘‘scratch day“ 
among the cadets. It begins at 5:45 a. m. and 
lasts til] 10:30 p. m. Another day is aubbed 
‘‘snap day. Snap and scratch days alter- 
nate. The only difference between them is 
that on snap day there is no Spanish recita- 
tion and a recitation in ordnance takes the 
place of the one inlaw. A cavalry drill oc- 
cuples the time between lla. m. and 12:15 p. 
m., and the time between 12:15 and 1p. m. is 
reserved for bathing. 

Cadet Edgar Jadwyn of Honesdale, Pa., 
took the highest honors in the graduating 
class this year. Four years ago this class 
entered the academy with 124 members. It 
came out with only fifty-four. In battle this 
would be calied rough slaughter. It is but 
the average at West Point. This brief de- 
scription ofa day’s work in the academy is 
from Jadwyn’s own lips. It would be inter- 
esting to know how many of the thousands 
of boys now longing fora cadetship at West 
Point think they could stand this trying 
ordeal for four years.

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An English Mummy. 


A tomb has recently been opened in Canter 
bury Cathedral, for the purpose of discover 
ing which of the archbishops it is whose body 
itcontains. This is known to be one of three: 
Theobaid, who died in 1139; Hubert Walter, 


who died in 1204, and Stephen Langton, who 
died about 1227. The investigation has not 
settled the point in dispute to the entire sat- 
isfaction of everybody; but the Society of 
Antiquaries in London have decided that 
the evidence is in favor of the body 
found in the tomb being that of Subert 
Waiter, who died in 1204, or nearly seven 
hundred years ago. The body found in, the 
tomb, though it has been lying there nearly 
or quite seven hundred years, was in an ex- 
tremely offensive conditon; the smell arising 
from it was quite sickening, and unmistaka- 
bly that of corrupt humanity. A 
number of articles of great anti. 
quarian interest were found in 
the tomb and removed to the 
cathedral library. Most ot them were in an 
excellent state of preservation. They werea 
silver chalice and paten as good as new, the 
archbishop’s pastoral staff, a gold ring with 
large emeraid having a curious device, silk 
boots ornamented with gold thread and gar- 
nets, a yellow silk miter and embroidered 
stole. 

It appears to be easier to identify the 
remainsof a distinguished personage of 
Egypt who died four thousand years ago than 
that of an English prelate dead for only seven 
bundred years. It might not be a bad idea to 
engrave upon the interior of the sarcophagus 
the name of the deceased. 


THE FORESTS OF GERMANY,

New Tonk, July 8.—Two massive oaken 


caskets stood in front of the altar rails The 
silver trimmings were very heavy. St. John’s 
Church, Hoboken, was thronged with people. 
Many diamonds glistened in the ears of well- 
dressed women. The good peopie are stricken 
‘with sorrow. Franz Wendlandt, the unver- 
sity student, the poet, the musician, the 
scholar, was dead because he could not get 
food, and bis sweet-faced wife aud the little 
one were dead, too. He could not get enough 
food tor them either. So when this man de- 
liberately killed himself and persuaded the 
wife to join him in the dark waters with the 
little one so that they be not separated in 
death, the good people of Hobo- 
ken were struck to the heart. There 
was money a plenty. The committee had to 
refuse contributions to defray the expense of 
the burial. The church was terribly crowded 
and nearly every one of prominence in Ho- 
boken was there. Mrs. Amelia Knobbe, who 
recently became Mrs. Deplace, the legal 
creditor who was about to seize the little be- 
longings of the Wendlandts, was there. It 
was she who scoffed the idea that Wendlandt 
had committed suicide. The deep toned 
organ swelled out ite solemn music, the same 
music which young Franz Wendlandt loved 
so well to draw forth. 
THE PASTOR’S SERMON. 

Pastor Freund shook his snowy hair from 
bis torehead and began to speak earnestly, 
touchingly. He gently chided his people for 
holding to the old medieval idea of refusing 
suicides Christian burial. Hespoke of the 
man’s terrible struggle with poverty. He 
followed the workings of his mind 
through those dark days. Then in a 
tender, loving way he pronounced a 
benediction over the unfortunate. Their 


sorrow was so terrible. he said, that Christ 
would forgive them. Rev. Gottlieb Andrae of 
South Bergen followed. Wendlandt was the 
organist of the Third Retormed Church of 
Bayonne, of which Rev. Andrae is pastor. 
Lastor Andrae was very much disturbed by 
the tragedy. lie grew very eurnest over it. 
he showed that Wendlandt training, educa- 
tion and life unfitted bim for a band to hand 
struggle for exisience. Ils pride would not 
let him beg. He wasastranger. By working 
all nightior a German newspaper he could 
sometimes make $2. lie tried a dozen differ- 
ent things without success. He saw no hope 
in the future. He could only die. Then the 
crowd came forth to 
LOOK UPON THE DEAD. 

Wendlandt’s casket was not opened. On 
the top was a photograph showing his hand- 
some, refined face to advantage. The tiny 
babe lay in the arms ofthe mother. The littie 
one had only a taste of life. He lived in his 
mother’s arms. He died there. He was there 
when they found the bodies. Still he rests 
with ber. Ihe little form was all in white. 
The littie lips were pursed in a pout. The 
mother’s face was calm and peaceful. Only 
the whiteness of death was there. It was 
sweet face, with sorrowful lines in it. Ihen 
they took the little family away to Ho- 
boken Cemetery. Wendlandt was grad- 
uated from some of the highest of 
the German universities. Less than a 
year ago de married a woman who was be- 
neath bim in social position. This caused a 
rupture with his family. He was sent to 
America. He arrived in Hoboken on Decem- 
ber Zl and went to live with Jacob Smith. He 
left him in debt, In March, Mrs. Knobbe 
loaned Wendlandt $65 with which to purchase 
household goods and took a mortgage on the 
house. When Mra. Knobbe married again on 
July 1 she foreciosed the mortgage. Went- 
landt had three days in which to raise tiie 
money. He was unsuccessful. On the night 
of July 8 he went with his wife and baby to the 
free swimming baths at the foot of Fifth 
street. They threwthlhemselves in the water 
at that place.

LITTLE CHILDREN GOING AMONG THE 
FARMERS FOR THK SUMMER- 


How City Boys und Girls Are Cared For in 
the Country—Iwo Hundred Little Ones 
Provided With Temporary Homes—A 
Theusand Children Go Dewn the River 
for a Day’s Outing. 


This morning atthe Union Depot a Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter noticed Mrs. Cunliff, one 
ot the prominent workers inthe Children’s 
Ald Society, struggling against the surging 
tide of humanity and keeping a watchful 
eye on some half a dozen little 
children, who were clinging, some to her 
hands and some to her dress. The children 
were neatly clad, but evidently thelr parents, 
if they have any, had not been able to afford 
very much outiay on their little wardrobes. 
The children for the most part looked delicate 
and as thougha little tonic in the shape of 
fresh air would do them a world of good. 
Fortunately forthem and thanks to the ladies 
who give thelr time and a considerable 
amount of money as well to the Fresh Air 
Mission, this is just what the little ones 
are to have, for they will spend 
the next seven weeks among the 
farmers around Hilleboro and Reno, III. The 
little ones were evidently well aware of the 
happines in store for them and they were ail 


as merry as school childrenon the way to a 
picnic. 

Hundreds of other little children are fondly 
anticipating a sumimer’s outing through the 
society which is doing a large amount of good 
work in sending the little ones out of the city 
for the summer into the cool, breezy country, 
where their pale cheeks will take 
on 1 rosy giow and their eyes 
willsparkie with health. They will return to 
the city In the fall, ready for school, witha 
stored up quantity of health and vitality to 
last them through the winter. 

THE SOCIETY'S WORK. 

The society has already sent out about fifty 
children to Hillsboro, III., and vicinity, 
where they have been taken charge of by 
farmers. They bave plenty of milk to drink, 
good healthy nourishing food, plenty of roam 
to play and romp in, and the air which they 
breathe is not tainted by the smoke and 
smells of the city. The children thus sent 
away range in agefrom threeto nine years. 
Four or five are frequently taken by one 
farmer and they have a merry time. 
Some 01 the older ones assist in 
the house and garden toa limited extent, and 
many a hay and harvest field is rendered joy- 
ous by the merry lauchter of little ones who 
heartily enjoy the fiction thatethey are help- 
ing gather in the crops. 

MAKING FRIENDS. 

There is very littie dimulty experienced in 
placing thé children. The little ones may 
be full of miscniof and fun, but they havea 
store of such endearing waye that the farmers 
among whom they spend the sum- 
mer generally get so proud of them 
that when September 1 comes parting is both 
dificult and painful. Several children go this 
year to houses In which they spent the heated 
term last year and a right hearty welcome 
they are certain of. Three children who 
were sent out last year are still with 
their foster parents, and one little girl has 
spent two yeare ln what she has got to regard 
as her home. Ofcourse, inthe case of chil- 
dren with parents, the stay can only be in- 
definitely prolonged with their consent. 
Often during the fall and winter 
little presents arrive from the capntry for 
children, and a visit from the farmer and his 
wife is by no means wncommon. All parties 
seem benefited by the fresh air mission, and 
the children in — instances do good as 
well as derive benefit in consequence of the 
society’s generosity and good management. 


The Ladies’ Fresh Air Mission. 


Over a thousand children, accompanied by 
their mothers, are to-day enjoying an excur- 
sion on the river. They were sent out by the 
ladies of the Fresh Air Mission and are under 


thelr care and charge. The steamer Grand 
Republic tied up at the foot of Locust street 
this morning and for over an hour the 
children accompanied by their mothers kept 
pouring on board. Hundreds of: babes in 
arms were amongthe passengers and there 
were scores of older children. A few were us 
old as 14 or 15 years, but nearly allthe young- 
sters were under the age of )0 years. Many of 
them were crippled and there were others be- 
yond number whose pale, worn faces indi- 
cated only too plainly that sick- 
nees and disease had made 
serious inroads on their little bodies. They 
seemed badly In need of alittie fresh air, and 
the wasted forms of some indicated that this 
would probably be the last excursion the lit- 
tie darlings would ever be adle to take in this 


world. 
OLEAN AND JOYOUS. 

There were both white and colored children 
in the party, and every mother seemed to 
have taken particular pains to have her 
child look as ueat as any on board 
the boat. The children were all clad in the 
best clothes the meager means of their par- 
ents could afford and many ofthem were so 
well dressed that it was evident their parents 
did not come from the very poorest walks of 
life. The mothers all wore looks of satisfac- 
tion on their faces and all the cLildren who 
were able to get about jamped around in the 
liveliest manner and exhibited tho greatest

That the children considered the excursion 
atreat was made clearly evident to the most 
casual observer. On board the boat werea

attended to and that everybody was pleased. 

A touching yet ludicrous incident occurred 
as the steamer pulled out. The boat was ad- 
vertised to leave at 100’ clock and at that hour 
just to the minute, aftor first looking about to 
see that no one else was on thelr way to the 
boat, the hands raised the gang plank.

Nah, indeed, replied one of the women;

From ali parts of the 

States of Missouri, Iowa, lilinois, Kansas and 

Nebraska reports have been received that 

scarcely any rain bas fallen for several weeks 

past, end the corn is plainly showing the - 
* fects of the lack of rain. 

THE CORN CROP THREATENED. 
From lowathe reports are particularily dis- 
couraging. Information bas been received 


from the best corm counties in the State to the | 


effect that a series of hot, dry winds, coupled 


longer will practically destroy the corn in 
many localities and will immensely reduce 
the yield in all parts of the State. 
In Illinois the state of affairs is 
acarcely better. Little actual camage 
hasbeen done es yet, but the corn has en- 
dured about as much.dry weather as it can 
stand, and unless there are heavy raius be- 
fore the end of the week the loss will be very 
serious in ail parts of the State. In Nebraska 
and Northern Kansas the hot winds have done 
much damage, although the corn is in better 


condition than that of lowa. In Missouri! the 
need of rain is pot se pressing, but the con- 
tinuance of the drouth for afew days will en- 
tall a heavy loss tothe farmers. Throughout 
the corn delt the ground ise parched and dry 
and is greatly in need of rain. 

ADVANCE IN PRICES. 

The news ofthe condition of the corn crop 
caused quite ascare among dealers, and the 
price rose sharply. On Thursday at the 
close of business August corn was selling at 

Zane. Yesterday it brought 55%c,and the gen- 
eralopinion was that unless nows was re- 
ceived of rains in the corn belt the price 
would go higher. A great degree of 
uncertainty prevails as to what the 
outcome will de. The condition of 
the corn is such that a few good rains will 
counteract ali the damage that has been done 
and will render the crop an excellent one. 
The continuance of the present dry spell will 
entalla very heavy shortage, Variousiy esti- 
mated at from 20 to @ per cent. Most 
of the corn can stand the lack 
of water until the latter part of tne present 
week, but it is predicted thatif the dry spell 
continues until the first of next weeka very 
considerabie portion of the crop will be 
utterly ruined, and thatthe yield will be ex- 
ceedingly short. 

THE FEFFCT OWN GRAZERS. 

The cattle traders of Iliinois, Missouri, Kan- 
ens and lowa are also very anxious concern- 
ing the outlook. The lack of rain has not 
only injured the grass, but has caused many 
streamstodry up. [be effect of this ts to 
throw all the cattle upon the pastures 
mear the larger streams. These are 
now carrying as many cattic as they can feed, 
even were the grass in good condition, and 
pre not able to supply the demand thus sud- 
denly made upon them. In lowa especially 
the grass is parched and dry, and 
the water supply is rapidly fail- 
ing. In anticipation of heavy losses uniess 
something is done to relieve the pressure 
upon such pastures as are still in condition to 
carry stock, the farmers are rusbing such 
Cattle as are ln anything like salable condition 
to market as rapidly as possibvie, and it is 
foared that unless a general rainfall thougbout 
the country affected ocours within afew days 
thatthe effect of the cattle shipments will be 
to giut the market and cause a very serious 
deciine in prices. Should the drouth be brok- 
en with?fn the week the loss will be small, but 
should itcontinue the results will be most 
disastrous.

road Commission, in which St. Louis shippers 
ar@piaintifis and several Texas railroads are 
defendants. For a long time there has been a 
serious complaint concerning the manner in 
which St. Louis flour was discriminated 
against by Texas roads, in the interest of 
Texas millers. At the meeting of the 
Southern Interstate Association held ina 
this city during March last, the 
matter was broughtto the attention of the 
railway officials by St. Louis millers and 
grain receivers, backed by a number of Texas 
farmers, anda request was made that the 
inequality be righted. 
A DAMAGING ADMISSION. 

The Missouri and Kansas lines admitted 
thatthe tariff on flour and wheat was wrong, 
and expressed their willingness to amend 
theirschedule. The Texas lines, however, 
wulle not defending thé freight rates adopted, 
stated that they were operating in the in- 
terest of the Texas millers, and declined to 
make any change. As a last resort 
sult was brought before the Inter- 
state Commission. This suit not 
only involves the question of the ability of the 
railroads to discriminate against St. Louis in 
the interest of the Texas mills, but also has a 
direct Dearing upon the legality of the de- 
mand made by the Galveston merchants, and 
granted by some of the Texas roads, that tar- 
iffs be so manipulated as to increase the local 


rate from St. Louls, or to decrease that from 
Gaiveston insuch amanner as to allow Gal- 
veston lower freight rates to interior Texas 
points than are granted to St. Louis. 

CAUSE OF THE UNFAIR RATES. 

The history of the manner in which the tariff 
on flour discriminating against St. Louls was 
adopted is peculiar. Seven years ago there 
was a succession of three fine crops inthe 
wheat belt of Texas, concomitant with a fal- 
ure of crops in Missouri and Kansas. Officers 
and stockholders of the Texas rosds became 
convinced that this state of affairs would be 
permanent, send in consequence a number of 
inliis were erected contiguous to what was be- 
lieved to be the coming wheat district of 
the Southwest. The conditions, instead of 
being permauent, proved to be entirely ex 
ceptional, the Texas crop has never since 
Deen anything like so large, and the Kansas 
and Missouri crops have never falien so low 
as they did just before the Texas mills were 
erected. The result was that these milis would 
have been a dead loss if allowed to 


| stand on their own basis, without assistance 
| froin the railroads, 


and this assistance neces- 
sarily took the form of discrimination hostile 
to other producing cities, especially to St. 
Louls. Not enough wheat bas been grown in 
the vicinity of the milis to keep them busy 
for three months in the year and if they 
undertook to import grain, the Kansas and 
St. Louis flour could be sold at the Texas 
inills at a lover price than they could putit 
on the market. The railroads at this point 
came tothe assistance of the millers, who

WORKING AGAINST Sr. LOUIS. 

A tariff was established in accordance with
